ANNUAL  REPORT 
of  the 

MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH  1972 

To  the  Chairman  and  Councillors, 

The  introduction  to  this  Report  is  written  with  a  certain 
nostalgia  and  sadness  with  the  knowledge  that  the  reorganisa¬ 
tion  of  Local  Government  and  the  reorganisation  of  the  National 
Health  Service  in  April,  1974,  brings  our  present  association  with 
the  District  Councils  to  an  end.  Nevertheless,  the  presentation 
is  that  of  previous  years  and  the  main  points  of  interest  to 
date  are  drawn  to  your  attention. 

The  Nursing  Services 

During  the  last  18  months  priority  has  been  given  to  pre¬ 
paring  the  staff  for  the  changes  that  lie  ahead  of  them;  main¬ 
taining  staff  morale  and  improving  the  standard  of  the  services. 
Nursing  Officers  have  had  the  opportunity  of  attending  relevant 
Management  Courses  and  have  benefited  by  the  experience. 
Particular  attention  has  been  given  to  developing  liaison  between 
the  Health  Visitors  and  Social  Workers  at  field  work  level,  and 
in  some  districts  in  the  Division  the  staff  now  meet  regularly. 
Similarly,  the  development  of  joint  nursing  activities  have  been 
encouraged,  particularly  where  health  education  and  the  staffing 
of  the  Family  Planning  Clinics  are  concerned,  where  both  health 
visitors  and  midwives  are  now  involved,  and  group  meetings  of 
staff  of  all  nursing  services  are  arranged  from  time  to  time  to 
deal  with  matters  of  mutual  concern.  The  nursing  staff  are,  as 
far  as  has  been  practicable,  all  attached  to  the  practices  of 
family  doctors,  and  we  work  towards  making  the  “Community 
Health  Team”  a  meaningful  working  relationship. 

Midwifery  Service 

The  improved  standard  of  service  in  the  Garforth  area, 
attributed  to  the  midwives  being  supplied  with  radio-telephones, 
was  maintained.  In  June,  1973  this  service  was  extended  to  in¬ 
clude  two  additional  midwives,  one  working  in  the  Tadcaster 
Rural  District  and  one  in  the  Wetherby  Rural  District. 
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Family  Planning  Service 

In  April,  1973  the  County  policy  to  provide  a  free  family 
service  became  effective.  This  has  resulted  in  some  increase  in 
demand  for  the  service  which  has  been  contained.  In  May,  1973 
a  clinic  was  opened  at  Bishopthorpe  primarily  for  West  Riding 
residents  who  have  previously  used  the  service  in  York. 

Conclusion 

In  concluding  this  introduction  I  would  like  to  pay  tribute 
to  two  senior  members  of  staff  who  have  worked  in  the  Division : 
Miss  M.  P.  Bramley  was  Divisional  Nursing  Officer  from  1965  until 
July,  1972,  when  she  moved  to  the  North  Riding  as  Director  of 
Nursing  Services.  Miss  Bramley  laid  the  foundations  of  the 
present  structure  of  the  nursing  services,  as  well  as  supporting 
and  helping  to  implement  new  schemes  with  a  view  to  upgrading 
the  services.  Mr.  F.  H.  Atack,  Divisional  Administrative  Officer, 
retired  from  full-time  employment  in  June,  1973.  Mr.  Atack  had 
worked  at  the  Divisional  Health  Office  at  Wetherby  since  its 
inception  in  1947.  In  1964  he  was  appointed  Divisional  Admini¬ 
strative  Officer  for  the  combined  West  Riding  Divisions  of  9  and 
16.  His  extensive  knowledge  of  the  Division  proved  invaluable 
during  the  months  of  preparation  for  the  unification  of  the 
health  service. 

Finally,  I  extend  my  thanks  to  all  Divisional  staff  and  to  the 
District  Councils  and  their  staff  for  their  help  and  support  during 
the  last  18  months.

The  National  Birth  Rate  has  fallen  in  the  year  under  review, 
being  16.0  per  thousand  population  in  1971  and  14.8  in  the 
current  year.  The  Divisional  Birth  Rate,  while  higher  than  the 
national  average,  has  fallen  from  17.4  in  1971  to  15.6  in  1972. 

The  National  Death  Rate  has  risen  from  11.6  in  1971  to  12.1 
in  1972.  The  Divisional  Death  Rate  follows  this  trend  rising 
from  10.5  in  1971  to  11.1  in  1972.

Table  3  shows  the  Causes  of  Death.  We  are  experiencing  a 
change  in  the  pattern  of  disease,  partially  due  to  demographic 
changes  which  is  reflected  in  the  causes  of  death.  There  is  an 
increase  in  incidence  of  the  degenerative  diseases,  the  commonest 
affecting  the  arteries,  and  the  highest  single  cause  of  death  is 
that  from  cardiovascular  disease.  The  second  highest  cause  is 
cancer,  in  particular,  lung  cancer,  which  is  directly  attributable 
to  cigarette  smoking.  Deaths  from  motor  car  accidents  have 
fallen  from  22  in  1971  to  15,  but  remain  the  highest  single  cause 
of  death  in  the  young  adult.

INFANT  MORTALITY,  1972 


Table  4  shows  the  causes  of  death  in  27  children  who  died 
during  the  first  year  of  life.  15  of  these  deaths  were  in  the  first 
week,  when  the  highest  single  cause  was  prematurity.  Congeni¬ 
tal  abnormalities  and  respiratory  infections  continue  to  be 
noteworthy  causes  of  death  during  the  first  year  of  life.  The 
infant  mortality  rate  of  12.2  compares  favourably  with  the 
national  average  of  17.0.

Table  5.  Infectious  Diseases  notified  during  the  year.  The 
morbidity  and  mortality  from  the  notifiable  infectious  diseases 
continues  to  fall.  This  is  due  to  two  great  medical  advances: 
the  discovery  of  effective  drugs  and  the  development  of  wide¬ 
spread  immunisation  against  specific  diseases.  There  is  a  need 
to  be  alert  to  the  importation  of  infectious  disease.  There  were 
two  such  examples  in  the  Division  during  1972,  one  being  a 
confirmed  case  of  psittacosis  contracted  from  a  pet  parrot,  the 
other  being  a  case  of  Typhoid  Fever  contracted  in  the  Far  East.

Table  6  shows  the  number  of  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  noti¬ 
fied  during  the  year.  We  may  be  lulled  into  a  sense  of  false 
security  in  assuming  we  have  been  successful  in  fully  controlling 
tuberculosis.  Preventive  measures,  together  with  chemotherapy, 
have  certainly  been  very  effective.  That  the  disease  is  not  fully 
controlled  can  be  seen  by  the  small  number  of  children,  4.05% 
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in  the  Division,  who  have  a  positive  Heaf  test  and  thus  are  not 
referred  for  vaccination.  During  1972  1,476  children  received 
B.C.G.  vaccination  in  the  Division.

Table  8  gives  the  number  of  deliveries  at  home  and  in 
hospital  for  the  five  districts  that  comprise  the  Division.  There 
has,  to  date,  been  a  variation  in  the  percentage  of  home  con¬ 
finements  in  the  different  districts.  This  year  there  has  been  a 
fall  of  10.2%  in  the  domiciliary  delivery  rate  in  Stanley  Urban 
District,  the  number  of  hospital  deliveries  remaining  similar  to 
1971.  The  percentage  of  domiciliary  deliveries  for  Rothwell  and 
Stanley  Urban  Districts  and  Tadcaster  Rural  District  are  now 
comparable.

Continuity  of  care  from  the  birth  of  a  child  to  it  attaining 
school  leaving  age,  which  incidentally  was  raised  in  September, 
1972  from  15  to  16  years,  is  assured  by  the  continuation  of  the 
scheme  whereby  the  child’s  development  is  periodically  assessed 
in  the  pre-school  period,  followed  by  further  programmed  health 
screening  at  school.  The  medical  staff  are  increasingly  involved 
with  the  assessment  of  handicapped  children,  including  an  in¬ 
creasing  number  of  children  with  multiple  handicaps,  and  we 
are  grateful  for  the  co-operation  we  receive  from  paediatricians 
in  the  hospital  service  with  this  work.  Particular  attention  is 
also  given  to  the  assessment  of  children  with  learning  difficulties, 
often  in  liaison  with  the  Psychologist  and  every  effort  is  made 
to  recommend  optimum  placement  for  children  at  school. 

The  number  of  pupils  attending  schools  in  the  Division  as 
at  the  30th  September,  1972,  was  24,500,  and  of  this  number 
2,453  received  a  full  medical  examination  after  school  entry. 
The  physical  condition  of  one  pupil  was  considered  to  be  un¬ 
satisfactory  by  the  school  doctor.  School  nurses  undertook  50,785 
cleanliness  inspections  and  found  503  pupils  to  be  infested. 
4,686  6-7  year  olds  had  a  routine  hearing  test  and  127  were  re¬ 
ferred  for  investigation.  During  1972  we  were  fortunate  in 
obtaining  additional  support  for  the  deaf  child  when  a  peripa¬ 
tetic  teacher  of  the  deaf  was  appointed  to  the  Division  on  a 
part-time  basis.  40  were  known  to  be  in  school  with  hearing 
aids  and  this  number  includes  29  pupils  at  Bridge  House  Special 
School.  1,061  children  were  assessed  at  the  Eye  Clinics  for  errors 
of  refraction  and  273  children  had  glasses  prescribed.  82  child¬ 
ren,  who  had  learning  difficulties,  were  assessed  by  the  medical 
staff,  and  86  children  referred  to  the  Child  Guidance  Clinics  at 
Rothwell  and  Tadcaster.

Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  my  privilege  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the  work 
of  the  Public  Health  Department  for  the  year  1972. 

Despite  the  increased  work  involved  in  Local  Government 
Re-organisation  due  to  Tadcaster  being  split  into  two  of  the 
new  authorities  to  form  parts  of  the  Metropolitan  District  of 
Leeds  and  the  Selby  District  of  North  Yorkshire,  it  has  been 
possible,  due  to  the  diligence  and  industry  of  the  staff,  to  main¬ 
tain  steady  progress  in  all  aspects  of  the  Department’s  work. 

Mr.  S.  Clements,  Additional  Public  Health  Inspector,  left 
the  employment  of  this  Council  in  October,  1972  and  Mr.  N.  E. 
Reed  was  appointed  to  take  his  place  in  November,  1972.  Mr. 
A.  R.  Mackin  was  appointed  Pupil  Public  Health  Inspector  in 
September,  1972. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

The  Vehicle  Maintenance  Depot  continues  to  be  a  great  asset 
in  the  general  well  running  of  this  work.  During  the  year  the 
Council’s  refuse  collection  vehicles  became  subject  to  the  plating 
and  testing  requirements  of  the  Department  of  the  Environment, 
and  due  to  the  efforts  of  the  fitter  it  was  possible,  due  to  the  high 
standard  of  fitness  the  vehicles  have  attained,  to  plate  and  test 
every  vehicle  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  Depot  also  maintains  vehicles  used  by  the  Engineers  and 
Surveyors  Department. 

The  Work  Study  Incentive  Bonus  Scheme  for  refuse  collec¬ 
tion  has  continued  to  operate  very  well  and  the  increased  work 
load  due  to  development  has  been  absorbed  without  any  in¬ 
crease  in  staff. 

A  weekly  collection  service  has  been  maintained  throughout 
the  year  despite  absences  due  to  sickness  and  difficulties  due  to 
the  rigours  of  weather. 
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Housing  Duties 

Of  the  113  houses  considered  to  be  likely  subjects  for  demoli¬ 
tion  procedure  in  the  survey  taken  in  1969  only  34  houses 
remain,  18  of  which  are  subject  of  operative  orders,  and  it  is 
anticipated  that  many  of  these  will  be  saved  by  improvement 
works. 

The  number  of  applications  for  Improvement  Grants  were 
doubled  on  the  previous  year,  and  the  number  of  Improvement 
Grant  Works  completed  increased  by  about  half.  The  rate  of 
completion  is  not,  therefore,  keeping  pace  with  applications,  this 
is  due  to  the  amount  of  work  the  Improvement  Grants  scheme 
has  put  on  the  Building  Industry. 

It  is  my  opinion  that  the  rate  of  applications  would  be  in¬ 
creased,  but  many  would-be  applicants  are  finding  difficulty  in 
obtaining  estimates. 

The  number  of  applications  for  Qualification  Certificates  de¬ 
creased  to  about  one-third  of  those  received  last  year  and  the 
number  issued  decreased  by  about  two-fifths. 

Food  Hygiene 

This  work  is  a  most  important  function  of  the  Department’s 
activity  and  one  to  which  increasing  attention  must  be  paid 
if  a  good  standard  is  to  be  attained. 

Two  prosecutions  were  taken  during  the  year  when  the 
owners  of  restaurant  kitchens  were  fined  respectively  £355  and 
£339. 

The  knowledge  of  the  subject  of  food  hygiene  remains,  in 
my  opinion,  very  low  amongst  the  people  employed  in  the  cater¬ 
ing  industry  generally  and  a  more  rigid  enforcement  of  the 
legislation  is  necessary  to  attain  and  maintain  a  good  standard 
of  food  hygiene. 

Certain  changes  in  legislation  to  control  food  premises  could 
be  an  advantage  in  bringing  about  higher  standards,  I  refer  to 
such  changes  as  prior  approval  of  premises  before  they  are 
established  as  food  businesses,  and  the  power  being  vested  in 
Local  Authorities  to  close  premises  which  are  not  at  a  high 
standard. 

The  public  using  catering  establishments  are  not  sufficiently 
conscious  of  possible  consequences  of  poor  standards  of  food 
hygiene,  if  they  were,  I  feel  we  should  receive  many  more  com¬ 
plaints.

WATER  SUPPLY 

WATER  UNDERTAKINGS 

Water  is  supplied  in  the  Rural  District  by  Leeds  Corporation 
and  York  Waterworks  Company. 

Sources  controlled  by  Leeds  Corporation 
Derwent  Supply 

This  water  is  abstracted  from  the  River  Derwent  at  Elving- 
ton.  This  water  is  supplied  to  all  the  parishes  for  which  Leeds 
is  the  water  undertaker  with  the  exception  of  most  of  the  parish 
of  Barwick-in-Elmet  and  a  small  part  of  Swillington.  The  water 
is  filtered,  chlorinated  and  has  an  average  degree  of  hardness 
of  six. 

Leeds  Moorland  Supply 

The  water  is  derived  from  the  Corporation’s  reservoir  in  the 
Washburn  Valley  near  Blubberhouses,  and  Leighton  reservoir  at 
Masham.  It  is  filtered  and  chlorinated,  the  water  is  very  soft. 

Distribution 

The  Leeds  Corporation  water  is  supplied  to  the  following 
parishes: —  Aberford,  Austhorpe,  Barkston  Ash,  Barwick-in- 
Elmet,  Bilbrough,  Catterton,  East  Tadcaster,  Great  and  Little 
Preston,  Grimston,  Kirk  Fenton,  Kirkby  Wharfe,  Huddleston- 
with-Newthorpe,  Lead,  Ledsham,  Little  Fenton,  Ledston, 
Lotherton,  Micklefield,  Newton  Kyme,  Oxton,  Parlington,  Ryther- 
cum-Ozendyke.  Saxton,  Sherburn-in-Elmet,  South  Milford, 
Biggin,  Healaugh,  Steeton,  Sturton,  Grange,  Stutton,  Swillington, 
Towton,  Ulleskelf  and  West  Tadcaster. 

York  Waterworks  Company 

The  company  derives  its  water  from  the  River  Ouse  at 
Clifton.  York.  It  is  distributed  to  the  following  parishes: — 

Acaster  Malbis,  Acaster  Selby,  Appleton  Roebuck,  Askham 
Bryan,  Askham  Richard,  Bolton  Percy,  Colton  and  Copmanthorpe. 
The  parish  of  Bishopthorpe  is  supplied  direct  by  the  Company 
who  levy  and  collect  the  water  rate  in  this  parish. 

It  is  possible  when  necessary,  for  the  above  parishes  with 
the  exception  of  the  parishes  of  Acaster  Malbis  and  Bishopthorpe, 
to  be  supplied  from  the  mains  now  controlled  by  the  Leeds 
Corporation. 
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The  York  water  is  filtered  and  chlorinated  by  the  Company, 
and  has  a  hardness  figure  of  11-14  deg. 

Water  Supply  —  General 

In  the  more  remote  areas  of  the  Rural  District  some  of  the 
houses  depend  on  wells  for  their  water  supply.  There  are  also 
five  private  boreholes  supplying  small  groups  of  houses.  36 
specimens  were  taken  for  bacteriological  examination  and  of 
these  6  were  found  unsatisfactory,  these  6  samples  were  from 
three  different  sources  and  were  due  to  storage  tanks  being 
improperly  kept.  After  cleaning  out  and  sterilising  an  improve¬ 
ment  was  found. 

From  the  mains  supplies  38  specimens  were  taken  for 
bacteriological  examination  and  all  were  found  satisfactory. 

The  water  supply  throughout  the  district  continued  to  be 
satisfactory  in  respect  to  quality  and  quantity.

Collection  Period 

Refuse  is  collected  weekly  and  it  has  been  possible  to 
rigidly  maintain  this  frequency  since  the  implementation  of  the 
Incentive  Bonus  Scheme  for  Refuse  Collection. 
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The  number  of  ashpits  and  pail  closets  are  steadily  diminish¬ 
ing,  there  are,  however,  still  26  ashpits  and  61  pails  in  the  area. 

Bulk  Refuse  Containers 

There  are  now  116  Bulk  Containers  in  service,  chiefly  at 
hotels,  schools  and  trade  premises.  This  service  has  been  de¬ 
veloped  during  the  year.  A  charge  is  made  for  this  service. 

Disposal 

Approximately  two-thirds  of  the  Rural  District’s  refuse  is 
disposed  of  by  Controlled  Tipping  at  Sherburn-in-Elmet  and 
Ledston  tips.  The  Scarthingwell  tip  at  Saxton  is  not  in  use  for 
tipping,  it  is  being  allowed  to  rest.  Jerry  Lane  tip  at  Micklefield 
has  been  completed. 

The  remaining  third  of  the  district’s  refuse  is  disposed  of  at 
the  Pulverisation  Plant  operated  by  Wetherby  Rural  District 
Council  at  Thorp  Arch. 

Vehicle  Maintenance  Depot 

The  maintenance  depot  which  was  started  in  February,  1970 
and  has  proved  to  be  of  great  value  in  keeping  the  vehicles  in 
good  order  and  reducing  lost  time  by  vehicle  troubles  to  a 
minimum.  The  refuse  collection  vehicles  have  now  all  been 
plated  and  tested  by  the  Department  of  the  Environment  and  in 
this  connection  the  depot  is  proving  to  be  a  valuable  asset. 

The  depot  is  manned  by  one  fitter  assisted  by  the  spare 
driver  and  loaders  when  available.
